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HAPPY  BIRTHDAY  PACIFICA  ! 


On  April   15,  Pacifica  will   celebrate  its  30th  Birthday. 
For  on  that  day  at  3:00  PM  in  1949,  Lewis  Hill  started 
broadcasting   on  KPFA  in  Berkeley,  California.     It  was 
more  than  the  beginning  of  a  new  radio  station;  it  was 
the  realization  of  achieving  a  goal. 

Lewis  Hill  was  a  journalist,  a  poet  and  a  pacifist.     He 
felt  that  the  mass  media,  by  gaining  entry  into  people's 
homes,  was  a  vital   force  in  arousing  public  sentiment 
against  war  and  to  foster  understanding  between  all   peo- 
ples.    The  commercial   organs,  already  in  existence  were 
too  tied  up  with  the  establishment  to  allow  alternative 
points  of  view.     His  attempts  to  use  those  channels  were 
frustrating:  -controls  by  and  commitments  to  the  "powers 
that  be"  were  inhibiting. 

Two  basic  principles  formed  the  framework  for  the  Paci- 
fica Foundation:  support  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
its  listeners;  and  a  commitment  to  freedom  of  speech.  By 
having  no  responsibilities  to  corporations,  the  Pacifica 
Station    would  maintain  ultimate  responsiveness  to  its 
broadcasting  community.  Programming  would  meet  the  needs 
of  the  people;  it  could  educate  and  revitalize  by  offer- 
ing alternatives  in  the  arts  and  public  affairs.     As  an 
organ  of  the  community,  it  becomes  a  vital  part  of  it 
and  an  interdependent  relationship  is  established. 

It  was  Hill's  belief  that  the  uniqueness  of  the  indivi- 
dual must  be  allowed  expression  if  significant  program- 
ming (that  is,  dedicated  to  peace  and  humanity)  is  to 
occur.     Responsible  broadcasting  must,  therefore,  be 
committed  to  complete  freedom  of  speech. 

Part  of  Lewis  Hill's  dream  was  to  establish  Pacifica 
stations  in  many  of  the  larger  cities.     In  July,  1959, 
KPFK  started  broadcasting  in  Los  Angeles;  WBAI  came  to 
life  in  New  York  in  February  of  1960;  and,  WPFW  filled 
the  airwaves  in  February  of  1977. 

Alternative  radio  is  alive  and  well.     To  continue,  1t 
needs  the  active  support  of  its  respective  communi- 
ties, more  so  than  other  public  radio  stations.     In 
this  country,  counter-culture  organs  are  not  favorably 
received  because,  inherently,  they  attack  the  powers 
that  be.     Pacifica  has  accepted  the  mandate  of  offer- 
ing you  programming  not  controlled  by  the  elite  power 
structure.     And  the  public  should  accept  the  responsi- 
bility of  keeping  free  radio  on  the  air.

WPFW   WINS 
OHIO  STATE 
AWARD 

CHILDREN'S  RADIO  THEATRE,  a  monthly  series  of  plays  for  children, 
broadcast  on  WPFW-FM,  89.3,  Pacifica  Washington,  was  awarded  a  1979| 
Ohio  State  Award,  in  a  ceremony  held  March  7,  1979  at  the  National 
Press  Club. 

The  oldest  program  competition  in  broadcasting,  The  Ohio  State 
Awards  annually  recognize  meritorious  achievement  in  educational, 
informational   and  public  affairs  broadcasting.     Children's  Radio 
Theatre  was  one  of  48  oganizations  chosen  from  among  767  entries 
from  commercial  and  noncommercial  broadcasters  and  international 
production  agencies  for  this  prestigious  award. 

The  show's  programs  were  cited  for  excellence  in  using  original 
material   for  radio,  and  in  adapting  a  classic  children's  story.  The 
citation  went  on  to  say 

...the  programs  in  themselves  are  worthy  of  an  award. 
But  we  were  particularly  impressed  by  the  attempt  of 
the  producers  to  involve  the  children's  listening 
audience,  by  allowing  them  to  call  the  station  and 
talk  to  the  actors.     For  an  actor  to  follow  a  script 
is  one  thing;  to  talk  to  a  child  with  no  script  is 
another.     We  applaud  the  creative  people  who  made 
these  programs  possible. 

The  series  is  broadcast  the  last  Saturday  of  each  month  from  9:00  - 
10:00  am.     We  offer  our  listeners  an  introduction  to  the  art  of 
drama,  literature  and  music.     Plays  are  written  by  Washington,  DC 
playwrights  and  span  a  range  of  topics,  including  science  fiction, 
adventure,  mystery,  fantasy,  fables  and  fairy  tales.     Music  for 
each  of  the  programs  is  originally  composed  under  the  direction  of 
Zenon  Slawinsky. 

Future  plans  include  plays  dealing  with  relevant  social   issues, 
productions  authored  by  young  people,  and  continued  presentations 
of  fable  and  fairy  tales. 

Producers  Joan  Bellsey  and  Doris  Indyle  have  been  actively  involved 
in  directing,  acting  and  teaching  children  in  the  Washington,  DC 
area  for  the  past  ten  years.

Thursday  was  a  typical   hectic  day  around  here  at  WPFW. 
I  grabbed  at  the  opportunity  to  relax  and  enjoy  an  even- 
ing at  the  theatre.     TINTYPES,  a  ragtime  review,  was  in- 
deed a  good  remedy. 

Arena  Stage  is  presently  engaged  in  bringing  to  packed 
audiences  a  tastefully  biting  musical   comedy.     The  basic 
concept  of  this  review  is  vaudevillian  type  acts  pulled 
together  by  songs  of  the  period  of  history  (around  Roose- 
velt's time)  such  as,  "I  Will  Take  You  Home,  Kathleen", 
"Ida,  Sweet  As  Apple  Cider",   "Wait  For  The  Wagon"  and 
"You're  A  Grand  Old  Flag".     The  acts  are  short  monologues 
and  short  scenes  depicting  political  humor,  immigration 
rights,  country  town  to  bright  city  light  life,  rich-poor 
confrontations  and  life  of  the  theatre.     All   very  proper- 
ly sized  up  with  a  touch  of  slapstick  humor,  lump  in 
throat  compassion  and  bawdy  sarcasm.
